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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-34, 41-44 and 48-53 are drawn to a recombinant gene, classified 
in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

II. Claims 35-37 are drawn to a method of using a nucleation dependent 
assembly system, classified in 536, subclass 23.7. 

III. Claims 38-40 and 45-47 are drawn to a method of eliciting an immune 
response in an animal, classified in 435 and subclass 69.3. 

IV. Claims 54-55 are drawn to a method of directing recombination of a 
recombinant gene into a chromosome, classified in 536, subclass 23.1 . 

2. Groups I and II are product and process of using. The inventions can be shown 
to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a material different process of using that product 
(MPEP 806.05(h). In the instant case, the inventions of Group I may be used for a 
number of different processes that are very much unrelated. For example, the 
recombinant gene of Group I can be used in making vaccines. 



3. Groups I and III are unrelated as product and process of using. Group I is drawn 
to a recombinant gene. Group III is drawn a method of eliciting an immune response in 
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an animal comprising seperating an amino acid polymer. The product of Group I is not 
required for the method of Group II. The Groups are materially distinct and independent 
from each other as claimed. 

4. Groups IV and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the method of directing recombinant gene of 
Group IV, can be made by using a transposable element or primers. 

5. Groups II and III are related as different methods. Group II is drawn to a method 
of using a nucleation dependent assembly system. Group III is drawn to a method of 
eliciting an immune response in an animal. They differ because they have different 
goals, require different method steps and parameters. 

6. Groups II and IV are related as different methods. Group II is drawn to a method 
of using a nucleation dependent assembly system. Group IV is drawn to a method of 
directing recombination of a recombinant gene into a chromosome. They differ because 
they have different goals, require different method steps and parameters. 
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7. Groups III and IV are related as different methods. Group III is drawn to a 
method of eliciting an immune response in an animal. Group IV is drawn to a method of 
directing recombination of a recombinant gene into a chromosome. They differ because 
they have different goals, require different method steps and parameters.
